form ation gathered by the police, Mr. 
F ish ’s death was due to p blow struck 
by T hom as J. Sharkey, a private de­ 
tective, who 
with tw o women who 
w ere present 
ut the time, w ere a r ­ 
rested aftei the death. 
A policem an found Mr. Fish lying 
unconscious upon the sidewalk In front 
of the saloon, and sum m oned an am ­ 
bulance In which he w as taken to the 
Roosevelt hospital, w here his Identity 
was revealed by papers found in his 
pocket. 
A dispatch was sent to Mrs. 
Fish, who w as in Tuxedo and who 
reached the hospital soon after m id­ 
night. rem aining at th e side of h er 
husband, 
who 
never 
regained 
con­ 
sciousness. 
At cording to the police. Mr. Fish, 
who in his w ife's absence was living 
at his town homo in Irving place, en- j 
tered th e saloon M onday afternoon, ac­ 
com panied by a M rs.Phillips and a Mrs. j 
Casey, tw o worm n who live' in W est j 
34th street. 
The re they sat drinking 
until they w ere joined by Sharkey at 
tho invitation of one of the women. 
Mr. Fish continued to tre a t his com ­ 
panions until, en discovering th at his 
money w as exhausted, he announced 
that he would draw a check and get 
the b arten der' to cash it. 
This pro­ 
voked a derisive rem ark by Sharkey, 
who w as ig no rant of Mr. Fish h iden­ 
tity, and high words followed. 
A blow 
w as struck, by whom th e polit e do not 
know, and th e two men rushed at each 
other, th e w om en scream ing and tr y ­ 
ing to sep ara te them . 
One of the 
women, clutching Mr. Fish by the arm, 
succeeded in dragging him out of the 
saloon to th e sidewalk. 
T h ere he was 
con fron t*! 
by 
Sharkey, 
who 
had 
broken aw ay from his companions, 
and they clinched. 
A m om ent later 
Mr. Fish reeled as lf from a blow 
and fell prone to the sidewalk. 
See­ 
ing him lying unconscious and fearing 
th a t he m ight be killed, his late com ­ 
panions fled, leaving Mr. Fish w here 
he fell until a policem an cam e nlong 
and sum m oned an am bulance. 
As 
soon as th e fact of Mr. F ish ’s identity 
i w as established a dozen detectives 
w ere se t on the trail of his com p an­ 
ions, and before daylight they w ere 
| traced to th e house in which the wo­ 
men lived and w ere arrested.

they 
w ere 
brought 
before 
Coroner 
Jackson, w ho after a prelim inary in­ 
quiry, held S harkey In JIO,OOO bail en 
th e charge of homicide and th e women 
as w itnesses.
